Some time ago a well proportipned-individual 
stood at the intersection of Fort and Qovernment 
Streets and another of similarly robust build 
was wont to be seen on the “island” which com¬ 
mands Douglas and Yates. It was the duty of 
these two officers—for they were members of the 
Police Force—to a.ssiat in the quicker and safer 
movement of traffic of all kinds. Since we have 
never found any very considerable difficulty in 
makjng our way through the traffic of this city 
at any point we were unable to understand just 
how this innovation appealed to persons respon¬ 
sible for the manipulation of the various kinds of 
vehicles to be seen at all times on our streets. 
However, in view of the fact that these genial 
guardians of the law are- no longer to be seen 
at their posts we may assume that the plan was 
either too confiuing or else there was no need 
for its introduction. In any event we shall hope 
that the Police t'ornmissiohers are not seriously 
thinking of appointing a special officer “to super¬ 
vise the work of the police in regulating traffic 
within the city limits.” We have not yet reached 
the stage where such an elaborate provision is 
necessary. And we mky point out that traffic 
in Victoria is much more effectively and safely 
handled than it is in many cities considerably 
larger in sire and importance.

The Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital ia an important part of the public services 
of this community and the people of Victoria can 
not expect it to perform its functions unless it, 
like every other element of local necessity, can 
look for adequate support. Ij simply means that 
the Jubilee Hospital would find it difficult to 
maintain its essential standard of equipment and 
furnish tirgcntly required accommodation if it 
should be compelled to “cut its cloth” with a too 
rigid regard for its means. In fact without the 
suhi aimed at the new wing cannot be completed. 

Institutions of this kind can not be regarded 
in the same light as the ordinary public invest¬ 
ment. The wildest dream of a hospital hoard in 
these days is an annual balance sheet that will 
balance in the all important sense of the term. 
Consequently Victorians can discharge a personal 
obligation—and it should be inescapable—by 
giving to the utmost of their capacity tb the fund 
that is now being raised. For them it should be 
looked upon as an investment.

The hesrtfelt tribute paid to Mr. Fielding by 
his admirers ill Halifax on Saturday night on the 
occasion of bis seveuty-fifth birthday expressed 
the sentiments of not only Canadians everywhere, 
regardless of )><>1itical distinctions, but many 
people in the I'nitcd Kingdom and the other Do- 
minioua where he is widely known and esteemed.

In God'a own time there will 
be a union among all those who pro¬ 
fess and call themselves Christiaiis. 
but In my humble view—and I am 
no longer a youth in God's work— 
what we need most and what will 
help moet in bringing about a united 
body of Christ upon Earth is a 
brotherly and warm fellowship 
among all those who clat mths name 
of ('hrlst. 

"laoymity to one's owm church need 
not mean antagonism and opposition 
to others. To my mind fellowship and 
the cultivation of kinder relations in 
the meantime, and not short cuts to 
hurried unions, will be in the end 
tite ehortest and surest road to a 
genuine union.'*
